Chicago, This declaration was made today 
by Senator Thomas C. Platt. president of 


the United States Express company. He 
explained at length the attitude of the at- 
fected companies, and concluded with the 
positive statement that the striking drivers 
in Chicago would not be reémployed. 

“The wagon men in Chicago left the ex- 
press cmpanies’ service at the demand of 
the teamsters’° union,” sald the senator, 
“and in so doing they not only violated the 
union contract with the company but, what 
is of moré importance, they violated their 
signed agreements to obey our rules and 
regulations. Their action materially affect- 
ed the ability of the express Company to 
discharge its public duties and caused seri- 
ous loss and damage. Such men cannot, in 
the nature of things, be taken back into 
the exptess companies’ service, nor is it at 
all possible for the express companies to dis- 
charge their public duties by employing any 
men in thetr places who would act in the 
same manner. 1 

Tells of Companies’ Position. 

„It must be understood that the express 
companies occupy the position of public 
servants, and they consider themselves 
under legal obligations to transport the 
property which is offered them for trans- 
portation and under moral ff not legal obli- 
gatfons ta deliver it at points where they 
have delivery service. The consequences 
of interruption in the express service and of 
impairment of its ability to safely and 
promptly discharge its Obligations are of the 
most serious character, since any such in- 


terruption of service is highly injurious to 


the public welfare. 

“The express companies cannot discharge 
their public duties without the aid of effi- 
cient and trustworthy employés, and among 
these the wagon men occupy a most im- 

rtant position. The companies are abso- 
utely dependent upon their prompt and em- 
cient service to deliver shipments to the 
public, to collect the shipments the public 
desires ta make, and to sign receipts for 
shipments, thereby imposing a legal contract 
upon the express company, to collect large 
sums of money, and to discharge other and 
important’ duties. 

Men ‘Who Struck Not Trustworthy. 

„ Manifestly, the express company cannot 
intrust its business to men who are liable at 
the demand of a union to break their agree- 
ments with the expres¢ company and refuse 
to discharge their duties. Any such condi- 


tion of affairs would simply produce chaos. | 


The public character of the express com- 
pany cannot be ignored or set aside by spe- 
cious arguments and. appeals to prejudice, 


nor is ſt possible to place the wagon men 


upon a parity with the wagon men employed 
by coal dealers, lumber dealers, or any otber 
private enterprise. | E 

“ The express companies cannot, by virtue 
of their public character, take part in disa- 
greemerits in other lines of labor any more 
than the police force of a city, or the fire- 
men of a city, or the soldiers of the United 
States ny could take part in or be influ- 
enced by quarrels or disagreements in the 
la bor world.

WARSAW OUTBREAKS. 


Disturbances Between Opposing 
Classes of Jews Continue During 
Day and Night—Crowds Visit Bet- 
ter Section of City and Demolish 
Furniture and Jewelry—Owners in 

| Defending Property Are Beaten by 

CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

WARSAW, May 25.—Rioting, owing to the 

Jewish disturbances, continued in this city 

today and tonight. Twenty persons were 

killed and 100 wounded yesterday, and near- 
ly as many killed and wounded today. Much 
property has been destroyed.

the riots until tonight, when the Cossacks 

fired on the crowds at two points, wounding 
four persons. | | 

_ Crowds Smash Household Goods. 
Extraordinary scenes were witnessed late 
tonight when the crowds visited the better 
section of the city and demolished apart- 
ments filled with costly effects. Wardrobes, 
pianos, and mirrors were thrown dut of the 
windows. The mob in the streets left open 
spaces for the falling articles and then com- 
pleted the work of destruction. In one place 

a quantity of valuable jewelry was taken out 

and deliberately smashed with stones. 

Thus far forty brothels, with their asso- 
ciated cafés, have been wrecked. It is esti- 
mated that there are 600 such places occupy- 
ing ten streets, where half the Jewish popu- 
lation is located, Gentile socialists, codp- 
erating with the Jewish bund, attack Centile 
houses. The attacks are so arranged as to 
avoid a racial clash. 

The owners of the furniture in attempting 
to defend their belongings were attacked. 
beaten, and even killed. Knives and revol- 
vers were used freely and many persons were 
injured. 
Conflict Between Jews. 
| The character of the disturbances 1s un- 
precedented. The whole affair is a con- 
flict between the respectable Jewish socialist 
classes and the so-called disreputable Jew- 
ish element. There are conflicting stories 
as to the origin of the trouble.

Blumenfeld alleges that the act by which 
his son was sent to the school is in contra- 
vention of the bill of rights, which provides 
that “all penalties shall be proportional to 
the nature of the offense.”’ 

The petition also declares the law is uncon- 
stitutional, because it deprives offenders of 
9 right of trial by jury. He asserts that

In the Blumenfeld case it is declared there 
was no showing in court that the boy was 
guilty of “\habitual” truancy, but only of 
truancy, and the Juvenile court is declared to 
have had no jurisdiction.

5 Tells of Conversation. 


This was in the form of a letter which 
came to a town official. It was signed, 
“Arthur Davis,” and reads as follows: 


In my evening paper I saw an account of a - 


tragedy or murder in your town. I want to inform 
you that I overheard a conversation in this town 
one day last week of a premeditated plan to shoot 
or kill a man by the name of Berry, and the name 


and Blanche Williams, ran down the street 
to the Pulford home with convulsive sobs 
and told the wife and daughter what had hap- 


pened. 

My God, is it true? O! how terrible, but 
I. have expected it,” cried Mrs. Pulford. 
Overcome with the shock of the tragedy, she 
fainted in the arms of a neighbor. 

Groups of people quickly gathered on 
every corner, discussing the tragedy. In- 
stinctively the minds of many turned to the 
tragic event of Monday, when Daniel 8. 
Berry fell before his office door, shot from 
behind by an unseen foe. 

It developed today that the friends of Pul- 
ford have kept a close watch on the man ever 
since Monday, fearing that the end which 
came today would be the logical result of the 
tragedy on Monday. They believed that, 
guilty or guiltless, the dread of pmblic sus- 
picion would drive him to suicide. Fora few 
moments this morning Pulford passed be- 
yond their surveillance. 

Premeditation Is Indicated. 

That the suicide was premeditated is in- 
dicated by the-fact that yesterday he donned 
a new suit of clothes. At that time he bade 
good-by to his family upon leaving for the 
store. Coming down from his room after 
making the change in his apparel he was met 
by Mrs. Samuel Stuart, a close friend of Mrs, 
Pulford, who said:

Probe Will Go Deeper.

A reward for the détection of the murderer 
of Berry may be offered by the board of 
supervisors. About noon today Dr. G. W. 
Johnson, brother-in-law of Pulford, surprised 
a group of Savanna business men by stat- 
ing: “I am ‘willing to give $50 towarde a 
reward for the conviction of Berry’s mur- 
derer. Gentlemen, let's clear up the mys- 
tery.’ 

Val. Boerner, one of the county super- 
visors, was seen and asked if he would re- 
quest the chairman of the board to call a 
special meeting for the advisability of con- 
tributing toward the reward. He replied 
that if the Pulford inquest did not furnish 
evidence clearing up the murder case he 
would take such action.

Washington, D. C., May 2.—{Special.]— 
There was a great scram today on the 
part of the members of the senate commit- 
tee on interstate commerce to set themselves 
right before the public on the railroad rate 
question. very one of them, and especially 
those known to favor the railroads, asserted 
positively that throughout the hearings he 
had been actuated by the liveliest desire to 
guard the interests of the people and the 
railroads as well. 

Senator Elkins, chairman of the commit- 
tee, denies emphatically that at the execu- 
tive seasion held yesterday there was any 
exchange of views and claims the forecast 
which appeared this morning was entirely 


unjustified. Senator Cullom of Illinois de- 


clared no opinions had been expressed offi- 
mittee. 


“The truth of the matter is,” he said, 
“that we had no conference whatever as 
to the subject matter of our report. I know 
from the general appearance of things there 
is a difference of opinion and it is fimpossi- 
ble to say what the committee will recom- 
mend. I have not given out my own views 
nor do I think we ought to do so until the 
committee has gotten together again and 
has determined what it shall recommend.” 

Nevertheless, it is not difficult to obtain 
the individual views of the members of the 
committee, and their comparison has estab- 
lished definitely just how the committee 
stands. A majority of the committee is 
heart and soul with the railroads. Senator 
Cullom, Senator Dolliver, and Senator Clapp. 
are honest, determined supporters of the 
president. It is the belief of these men that 
long before fall the whole committee will 
be in line with the president. 

They expect that public opinion so strongly 
will support the declarations of Mn Rodse-' 
velt that no elective body can stand in op- 
position to them. It would not be at all sur- 
prising to them should the question de- 
velop into a party fight. |

“I never have been in his saloon, 
but I know it to be one of the lowest resorts 
in my district, and one into which no woman 
with the slightest self-respect would enter.“ 

Inspectors Lavin and Shippy also appeared 
before the jury with the result that a cleaning 
out of north and south side resorts will begin 
today. The three inspectors will insist that 
ho woman be allowed to loiter in any saloons 
or drinking rooms.in their districts. If the

by my superiors,” replied the inspector. It 
must be remembered, however, that the 
Women who spend their time about those 
places can’t be killed. When they are driven 
from those saloons they will go into the 
streets, or into the residence districts of 
Lake View, or other parts of the city, where 
they will be even more objectionable than 
they are at present.“ 


Lavin Also Stirred to Action. 


Inspector La vin, whose district includes 
the most widely spread levee district in Chi- 
Gago, said he was at a & loss as to what plan 
t pursue, although he declared that some- 
thing would be done and done immediately 
to regulate these places.

Will- 
lam Collins, motorman on the ear, testified 
that Carroll crossed the tracks barely in 
time to avoid a collision. 


Carroll, who is employed by Leroy Eighme, 


67 West Monroe street, voluntarily appeared 
at the inquest and gave his testimony. The 
police had been unable to learn the name 
‘of the cabman whose vehicle caused Mr. 
Rosenthal’s death. Carroll said he waited 
until the day of the inquest before surren- 
dering, on the advice of a lawyer.

Theodore Sheldon, examiner of titles under 
the Torrens land system, died at his resi- 
dence, 33 Bellevue place, yesterday morning 
of heart failure.

PRESIDENT FAVORS UNION 


Says He Hopes to See All Reformed 
Churches Brought Together 
Some Day. 


Winona Lake, Ind., May 25.—[Special. }~ 
The matter of union with the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church was brought up again 
in the Presbyterian general assembly when 
the official telegram trom the former body 
Was read announcing the constitutional 
adoption of the basis of union. After long 
applause Moderator Moffat, who has been a 
leader for the union, said: 

Let there be earnest prayer to consum- 
mate this important work. God has led us 
hitherto and it is our confidence that he will 
not abandon us in the midst of the stream.” 

No further action will be taken until the | 
joint committee of conference meets, which 
probably will be in June. 


Roosevelt Desires the Union. 

A message from President Roosevelt was 
given out at the general assembly at @ 
popular meeting for laymen. The president 
expressed the hope that the day would soon 


come when all branches of the Presbyterian :

The hottest discussion in the assembly so 
far was over a proposition to employ a $5,000 
secretary for the young people's societies.

CAUGHT ON THE WING. 


Herbert K. Job’s Splendid Photographs of 
Birds in Action. 


Interesting alike to the naturalist, the 


sportsman, the photographer, and the gen- 
- eral reader is WILD WINGS,” by Herbert 
K. Job. The author is a nature lover who has 
made himself expert with tne camera and 


whose previous books bear good witness to 
this.. He is a naturalist who interests you in 
what he writes because he makes it so inti- 
mate that you almost seem to be his compan- 
jon and to hear the click of the camera. 


Then, too, he does not puzzle the lay reader 


with long disquisitions on the scientific as- 
pects of his work, but he manages to convey a 
vivid picture in words of the appearance 
and habits of the birds, which would be strik- 
ing even if not accompanied by his splendid 


photographs. 
Mr. Job is well known as a popular lecturer 


and writer on the larger wild birds of the 
United States, and his pictures of birds in 
their native haunts form probably the most 
remarkable series of bird photographs that 


any one man has been fortunate enough to 


secure. There are 160 beautifully printed il- 
lustrations, selected from the best of the 


author's large series of pictures, and show-~ 
ing many species of birds and their nests and 
young. The text is written with enthusiasm 


and humor and full ot the outdoor spirit. He 
| gives entertaining accounts of his experiences 


in observing and’ photographing a great va- 
riety of birds. The territory covered by the 
book ranges from the Magdalen islands in 
the gulf of St. Lawrence on the north, to the 
Florida keys and the Dry Tortugas on the 
south, and includes excursions in Nova Sco- 
tia, New England, Virginia, South Carolina, 
and Florida.

WITNESS TO CHRIST'S INFLUENCE 


A Scholarly Volume by the Bishop of 
Ripon Based on His Harvard Lectures. 


The Rt. Rev. Wiliam Boyd Carpenter, 
bishop of: Ripon, contributes to the litera- 
ture of religion “* THE WITNESS TO THE 
INFLUENCE OF CHRIST” Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. J, a volume based upon the Noble 
lectures delivered by him at Harvard Uni- 
versity. He begins with a discussion of the 
relation of science to religion, the attempt 
to treat religion scientifically, and the neces- 
sity of admitting the validity of a/scientific 


method of challenging the grounds on which 
truths may be based. He claims that relig- 
lous faith is based on facts which are scien- 
| tifically ascertainable. 


He discusses the 
debt of the world to great Nee and 
the relation of greatness to perfect harmony 
with God, and then goes on th urge the re- 
vivifying of Christian doctrines by laying 
them beside the principles of Christ. 

He develops the arguments against a re- 
ligion which is chiefly occupied with matters 
outside of man’s conseiousness. In the last 
chapter the bishop sums up his arguments 


with a discussion of the question whether we 
can reach 


assurance of faith which fills 
the needs of our character and our conduct. 


He pleads for the heroism of faith as against 


the demand for certithde and a supreme 
earthly authority; and closes with an asser- 
tion of the inseparability of religion and 
ethics. 

Dr. Carpenter is a well known writer on 
religious subjects in England, being the au- 
thor of a popular History of the Church of 
England and “The Religious Spirit in 
Poets.“ He was for some years honorary 
chaplain to Queen Victoria, and visited this 
country last autumn as a delegate to the 
peace conference and a guest of the trien- 


nial Episcopal convention.

China’s diplomatic hint that the attitude of 


| the United States toward her people may 


lead not perhaps to retaliation but to the 
adoption of a similar attitude toward 
ours, bas produced a much greater ef- 
fect in official circles than appears upon 


the-surface. Of its effect in business circies — 


I can say only that it has been in the nature 
of a stunning blow. 

Nevertheless, every one who has made a 
study of the grotesque arrangement or been 
in a position to appraise its operation with 
any approach to accuracy will tell you that 
he hae expected this result for years, and, 
if anything, bas been surprised at the Ge- 
lay. Japan long ago served notice that she 
would not further submit to the humiliation 
of foreign courts in her territory. and, of 
course, the United States promptly assented 
to their abolition. 

Now, offenders are tried before Japanese 
tribunals and civil suits in which Americans 
are concerned follow the same course. Japan 
took the dignified and proper position that, 
if our people chose to come there and engage 
in pursuits of any kind under the protec- 
tion of her government, they would have to 
take their chances — the natives,

Japs Wish. to Bun Own Affairs. | 

Tt was open to them to stay at home ff 
they disapproved of the local methods, but 
the Japanese proposed to run their own 
affaires in their own way, and if the United 
States wished to maintain relations it must 
do so on the basis of mutual consideration 
and respect—on equal terms, in fact. Need- 
less to say, there could be but one reply to 
such a proposition. The United States yield- 
ed without a protest and held Japan in all 
the more esteem for having stood upon her 
dignity. 

China’s grievance is still more formidable 
than Japan's was, for the insolence of our 
pretensions and demands there is much more 
offensive and humiliating. Moreover, we 
have far more to lose in China than in Japan 
as the result of international alienation. Our 
trade with the island is insignificant. Our 
trade with China is large and capable of 
indefinite expansion. Japan, indeed, is not 
a customer but a rival, whereas China, if 
respectfully and fairly treated, could be 
made one of our most valuable commercial 
friends. 

The Chinese merehants are famed the 
world over for their honorable methods, their 
absolute refilability, and their scrupulous dis- 
charge of every obligation. We should lose 
next to nothing by a total severance of com- 
mercial relations with Japan. We should 
lose a field of incalculable value by a com- 
| mercial rupture with China. These are per- 
fectly flagrant facts, familiar to every in- 
telligent observer. | 

China’s Attitude Is Ours Reversed. 

Now China does what she has long been 
expected to do—proclaims her resentment of 
our attitude, and gives us to understand that 
she will submit to it no longer. If her peo- 
ple are not good enough to come here, ours 
are not good enough to be received there, 
If we will have none of her scholars, gen- 
tlemen, travelers, merchants, etc., she will 
have none of our speculators, adventurers, 
missionaries, prospectors, etc. She pro- 
poses, in a word, to treat us exactly as we 
treat her—with the same respect or con- 
tempt, the same cordiality or aversion—just 
that and nothing more or less.
